by Varhola that large amounts of Czech-manufactured merchandise ordered 
by Peruvian firms had been left unclaimed in the customs warehouse at 
Callao o This merchandise, consisting largely of printed synthetic cloth 
and other textiles, microscopes, farm machinery, and enameiware, had in 
some cases been stored in customs warehouses for more than two years and, 
storage charges of more than 30,000 soles ^approximately $2,000^/ had 
accumulated o Some of this merchandise, according to Havlicek, was now 
being sold at auction to pay storage charges,, 

3o Varhola informed Havlicek that the principal purpose of his trip to Lima 
was to find a buyer for this merchandise who would agree also to pay the 
storage charges a Havlicek informed Varhola that Czech merchandise had, 
during the past few years, earned the reputation of being of inferior 
quality 0 He pointed out that the synthetic cloth Varhola hoped to ©ell 
at fifty cents a square meter could be bought in the United States for 
only thirty-five cents a square meter * Havlicek told Varhola that he 
would find it difficult to sell the merchandise „ 
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4* Raymond Schwarzkopf a Czech businessman in Lima 5 substantially confirmed the 
above information* He stated that he was authorized some time ago by Centro-
